Atlenta paid her last tribute to the 
gouth's dead chieftain yesterday afternoon. 
It was a tribute of flowers and tears. 
The grand old hero has gone to Rich- 
moml to sleep in loyal Virginia’s breast 

forever. | 

\. more through all the centuries shall 
(ieorgians gather and drop a tear or a 
‘lower upon the bier where the sleeping 


hero. rests. 

Upon a flower decked caisson the oaken 
casket, containing the rigid form of the 
loneddead chieftain, was borne through 
eG streets, thronged with _a loving and 
mourning people, yesterday ‘afternoon, 
placed in state in the rotunda of the state 
capitol, where for two hours a seemingly 
endless stream of people filed past it, con- 
tent to rest their eyes for a moment upon 
the casket and its setting of flowers. It 
was enough for that people to know that 
the ponderous casket lying before them 
held the mortal body of Jefferson Davis. 

How fittine, too. that the gaze of Ben 
Hill, in marble, should have been turned 
upon the silent fomm thus brought near. 

Not again in the lifetime of those who 
witnessed it and participated in yesterday's 
scenes will such a demonstration be wit- 
nessed again... It marked the last chapter 
of the great drama in which Jefferson 
Davis took a part. It was the last time that 
lovers of the lost cause might show their 
unfaltering loyalty to their sleeping leader. 
Was something about that silent, 
thoughtful and orderly gathering of ves- 
terday that waz deeper and profounder 
than the sadness that comes with the pres- 
ence of death. It was sad enough to know 
thar beneath those flowers the south’s 
chosen leader was sleeping the eternal 
sicep, but behind all that was the unutter- 
‘bly sad feeling conjured up by the irre- 
pressible’ flitting shadows from the bloody 
period of the war, and the awful'knowledge 
of tlhe end, of the vicarious suffering, of 
blasted hopes and homes, and_ broken 
hearts and ruined land.. 
it was inexpressibly sad. Profoundly as 
they mourned him, those who stood amid 
tiose seenes of yest@@day saw in the oc- 
casion other tragedies than that of which 
the yellow easket marked the close. Their 
b arts, bowed down with the weight of 
erief, caused by the presence among them 
of the remains of the leaden whom they 
had worshiped, the veterans, whose hopes 
had one» centered in the withered form 
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in the casket, stood tearfully and watched 
the flower wreathed caisson pass, shadows ! 
of the past flitting’ through their memories 
the while Tears stood in the eyes of the 
Veterans, grizzled and gray, as they watch- 
€d the casket. pass by,

The Grizzle@ Veterans. 

Most conspicuous in the mighty throng 
were the grizzled veterans and the loyal 
oe ‘, Whose faithfulness and devotion 
bayed so important a part in the war.

That Other Scene. 

Those who stood upon the streets recalled 
a different occasion upon which Jefferson 
Davis marched through “Atlanta's streets. 
Then, going to pay a eulogy to Ben Hill, 
he was led triumphantly through the city, 
his pathway strewn at every inch with 
flowers. Many of the veterans who fol- 
lowed and cheered him as he went upon 
that occasion followed him yesterday in 
tears. Many of the pretty school girls who 
spread flowers in his pathway then, stood, 
maturer and sadder, watching the casket 
of the gray-haired chieftain drive by. 

. At the capitol the casket was borne to 
the rotunda between lines of soldiers drawn 
up on either side. A bier of fragrant flow- 
ers received the casket in the rotunda. 
Soldiers were stationed on every side to 
keep back the crowds. Slowly and in 
order the immense throng of people filed 
by,. Sadder than any word of tongue or 
pen were the feelings of that people as 
they walked slowly by that bier. Many a 
veteran staggered by, his eres blinded by 
the tears he could not restrain. 

It was the end of the great and ved 
leader of the lost cause. The casket told 
them so: the mournful music wailing 
through the capitol dome told them so, and 
the white flowers told them so. The place 
was redolent of flowers. 

When the twilight came the casket was 
lifted and carried back to its place on the 
train. Out from beneath the glare of the 
city’s electric lights into the darkness _ to- 
ward Richmond the funeral train went, 
and Jefferson Davis had left Georgia for- 
ever. 

As the echo of the train died away in the 
distance, the veterans who had lingered to 
see the last, turned sadly away and went 
to their home. On to Richmond the train 
sped through the gathering darkness, bear- 
ing the coffined remains of Jefferson Davis. 

He had gone from Georgia forever.

Aboard Davis Train, Many 29.—(Spe- 
cial.}—Not since the ashes of Napoleon 
were taken from St. Helena to the splendid 
tomb of the Invalides in Paris has such 
un ovation been given a dead chieftain as 
that which this day marks the route of 
the Jefferson Davis funeral train. 

Thrilling, indeed, are such ceremonials as 
these. They tell of a people’s undying love 
for their leader. They speak a compliment 
to the patriotism of our southland. They 
emphasize the application of the epeech of 
poor, wretched Brutus on the plains of 
Philipi when he looked. up to high heaven 
and wailed: 


The Honors 


Oh Julius Ceasar, thou art mighty yet! 
Thy spirit still walks abroad in the land—O, 
mighty Ceasar! 

Just as the gray hour of dawn made 
silver of the waters of the Alabama river 
this morning, the funeral train that beds 
Jefferson Davis to his last rest rolled into 
the gates af Montgomery, the “cradle of 
the confederaty.” The depot is immediate- 
ly upon the brink of the beautiful river. 
and the train came to a stop just beside the 
cool, clear murmuring waters. It was 


saluted by the rear of artillery, and those | 
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moment of excitement, for there were many 
aged citizens there who saw him stand 
there that day. 

Five Thousand Saw the Casket. 

Fully five thousand people visited the 
halwhere Davis lay within the two hours 
allowed by the authorities in charge of the 
train. Meantime, the hill-tops fairly shook 
like a mighty volcano wNh the roar of 
eannon und great clouds of smoke wreathed 
the historic old building with a crown of 
white and blue. . 

It was touching to see how eager the 
little children were to stand close to the 
casket. The schools all closed for the day, 
and the young folks were there, 

But the most touching and, surely, the 
most interesting of the entire scenes about 
the bier of Davis was the présence of s0 
muny colored people. It seemed that 
every old cotton plantation in the valley 
of the Alabama river had emptied its negro 
laborers into Montgomery, and they pushed 
their way to the front as eagerly ug any 
class of citizens. 

A dad Old Darkey. 


It was all very solemn and sad. But the 
saddest face in all the crowds at Mont- 
gomery today—I am sure, the saddest that 
1 saw—was that of an unknown old darkey, 
who, when asked for his name, simply 
bowed his head, lifted his hat after the 
old custom and faith, and said, “Dey calls 
me Une’ Jack.” 

Uncle Jack’s eyes were wet with tears 
as he stood there at the gate of the capitol 
grounds beside an .aged colored woman, 
evidently his wife. They had come from 
their plantation cabin home up the river 
early in the morning, and, in order to wake 
a few pennies, had brought along a huge 
basket of delicious peaches, most tempting 
in the beauty of their pink and white com- 
plexion. 

In to& mad rush of the crowds to enter 
the grounds, 1 was bodily pushed against 
the couple, who had sought seclusion there 
against the iron fence. I noticed the old 
darkey’s tears, and ventured-to ask if he 
might not have been a servant to Mr. 
Davis when he lived in Montgomery. He 
respectfully replied that he had not been, 
but added, “Young Marster, it ain’t dat. 
It’s just ’cause 1 was standin’ on dis same 
spot de day he wuz made president—de day 
my ole marster uz so happy, an’ uf cose, 
ibs gwine ter make sad when he come 
back here dead, an ole marster dead— 
perticku'ly when dem cannons commence 
er shootin’ up dar on de hill. It sounds 
like ole times, I tell yer.’ 

A few moments later I saw the aged 
couple standing by the coffin. They had 
in their excitement left their 
peaches to be trampled upon by 
the multitudes of hurrying feet. It shows 
in what respect these old darkies still hold 
the name of Davis. It shows that the 
white aud black people of the south have 
kindred memories of the confederacy. 

A Goorglia Flag. 

The atte torn banner of the Thirty- 
second Georgia was placed on the oaken 
casket that holds the body of Davis while 
it lay in state at Montgomerr. Colonel 
George Harrison put it there. ; 

The flag of the Sixty-fourth Alabama 
was also thrown over the coffin, and the 
old flag that Davis took to Mexico with 
him at the head of the gallant Missisip- 
pians, These old relics of war times made 
she ceremonies take on additional solemn- 
ity. 

Goodby to Miss Winnie. 

Just before the train pulled out from 
Moutgomery for Atlanta hundreds of fair

of the old soldiers acting as guard in the 
funeral car about the body of the warrior 
of old, who had grown weary for sleep 
with the all-night watch and nodding in 
their chairs to dream of days gone by, 
leaped from their slumbers at the cannon's 
sound and caught themselves, on _ fully 
waking, reaching for the long-forgotten 
musket and bittoning on their gray jack- 
ets as per the qld habit when such sounds 
disturbed them in their dreams. 

It did not take long to wake the boys 
all up, however, wit such a demonstration 
as Montgomery gave. Governor Jones was 
at the train when it arrived, and the entire 
party went to breakfast while waiting 
for the casket to be removed to the state- 
house. 

At 8 o'clock a very unwtlcome rain- 
storm burst over the city, which lasted 
an hour, very much delaying the parade. 
But the people were in the streets, just 
the same. Jt did seem that every living 
soul. in Montgomery and for miles around 
was there to render honor by their pres- 
ence to Davis. 

When finally the rain held up and. the 
sun peeped out from behind the clouds to 
beam God’s benediction upon such patriotic 
devotion, the casket was taken from the 
funeral car and placed upon the q@isson 
arranged for ita reception. The caisson 
was beautifully decorated with light purple 
awnings and banks of wild violets. It 
was drawn by six coal-black horses, each 
covered with cloth of purple. 

Ahead of the procession went the mounted 
police, then the governer and his etafl, next 
the brass band, next the caisson and then 
the military, the Cadets from Auburn col- 
lege following first behind the caisson. 

Hundreds of soldiers tramped on in the 
parade for blocks behind. while the cavalry 
commands brought up the rear of the 

arade, The procession was watched by 

housands of men, women and children 
from the windows and sidewalks of the 
city, The parade was the handsomest 
ever witnessed in the city of Montgomery, 
unless it were when Davis went there to 


be made president of the southern con-* 


federacy. 
When the procession reached the state- 


house; which is the hjstoric birthplace of 
the confederacy, there was a long halt for 


the thronging multitude until the military 


guard of the day escorted the casket ato 
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the capitol and placed it in the hall of the

It was ordered by» those in charge of 
the train that it should step at But two 
stations beween Montgomery and Atlanta, 
Opelika and West Point, and hence the 
crowds who guthered at every little town 
saw but a glimpse of the casket through 
the windows as the train dashed by. 

At Opelika a great concourse of people 
stood ready to greet the train. An old 
battle flag was waved in a@alute and a great 
rreen arch at the depot was inscribed with 
“He is not dead.” 

At West Point. 


At West Point another grand demonstra- 
tion nwaited the train. Thousands flocked 
to the depot. The. soldiery of the town 
was lined up, and fired salute after salute. 

Worlds of flowers were fairly showered 
into the car windows by the young women.

beautiful, and elicited exclamations 
pleasure from thousands of lips. 

There were two ears for the escort of 
governors and military. On another car 
were the representatives of the newspapers. 
Miss Winnie. Mrs. Hayes and their party 
of friends were in the private car of Cap- 
tain W. H. Green, general manager of 
the Rithmond and Danville. 

Five thousand persons were standing 
on the streets in and around the depot. 
As the train crossed Whitehall street, the 
throng started for the depot. The shed 
was surrounded by a great mass of surg- 
ing people. hese were divided between 
two impulses. They wanted to see the 
casket and they were anxious to catch a 
glimpse of Miss Wirnie. A thousand had 
crowded by the guards and got in the shed. 
As the train ran through and extended on 
ucross Loyd street. the most of the specta- 
tors under the roof hurried to the east 
end to see the casket removed. 

Directly after Governor Northen and his 
staff and Governor Jones, of Alabama, 
and his staff stepped from the coaches, 
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While the Funeral Train Was Coming to a S tandstill. 


Miss Winnie made her appearance on the 
rear platform and bowed gadly and sweetly 
in response to the outburst of patriviic love 
for the old leader. 

It was at West Point that the governor 
and his staff boarded the train. The party 
consisted of the governor, Colonels Ivell, 
Candler, West, Harrell,~ Lyon, Waring, 
Walton, Swift, Brand, Wraylor, Wilson, 
Wrenn and Whatley. ‘Chere were received 
by Governor Jones of Alftbama, and were 
soon introduced to all members of the 
Lauisiana escort. 

The train did not stop at any other sta- 
tions, although, if it had been known that: 
such demonstrations would have been in 
wafting at Newnan and LaGrange, Captain 
Tyler declares that he would have ordered 
the train to stop himeclf. 

At Newnan the train slowed a little, 
and the young ladies threw flowers in 
the windows. One of the prettiest. was 
caught by Mrs. Charles Gautana, of New 
Orleans. and she found that the card bore 
the name of Corille Hardaway. 

At LaGrange, the people were prepared 
for a splendid reception. Cannon beomed, 
and flowers were thrown in the way of 
the giant locomotive by fair hands. 

And so it was all along the line. Sure 
it is, this day has proved an eventful one 
in the history of Alabama and Georgia. 
The old hero has been honored as nobly 
as a people ever ponered man. ais o dead,

THE ARRIVAL IN ATLANTA 
Where Royal Honors Are Given the Dead 
President. 

The crowds begun to gather along the 
streets as early as 2 o'clock, for the pur- 
pose of seeing the funeral cortege as it 
passed in solemn route to the capitol. 

It was not, however, until an hour later 
that the plumes began to gather and the 
prancing horses to rattle their hoofs along 
the pavement. In clusters here and there 
the clans began to gather, and all without 
the least excitement of commotion. There 
Was scarcely any mirth or levity, even 
among those who failed to enter fully Into 
the spirit of the observance, and the 
sanctity of the Sabbath seemed to permeate 
the very atmosphere which the ~- men 
breathed. 

The confederate veterans «formed in 
front of their quarters on Broad street, 
where all of them were supplied with 
badges. The greatest enthusiasm, in a 
quiet and reverential sort of a way, pre- 
yailed in this locality, and the love which 
was felt for the old chief, then cold and 
silent in the embrace of death, every now 
and then bubbled over. The old soldiers 
were full of the spirit of ’61. tempered and 
softened by the sunshine of ‘03. 

It wag nearly 4 o'clock when the line of 
soldiers was formed. The assortment of 
men in line presented a very interesting 
appearance, Many of them were old and 
infirm, apparently eighty years of age, 
others lame and walking on crutches, 
but they seemed to be as loyal to their 
leader as they were in the days of their 
prime, when the flush of their ardent 
patriotism was in sympathy with the tap 
of the drum. 

The veterans were among the first to 
arrive at the depot, where only a_ few 
others were in waiting for the remains. 
The next organization to arrive was the 
Governor's Horse Guards, under command 
of Captain John A. Miller. Then came the 
Atlanta Rifles, closely followed by the At- 
lanta artillery and the Atlanta Zonayes, 
The crowd grew denee by this time in the 
neighborhood of the depot, and the plume of 
General Evang and his assistant marshals 
Wag seen repeatedly splitting the wind, in 
the effort to keep back the surging sea of 
onlookers. It was an immense gathering. 
Next arrived the mayor and members of 
the city council. By this time the funcral 
ear arrived in the depot, and Governor 
Northen and his staff went up to meet the 
governor of Alabama. "'Dhe pallbearers 
appointed by the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association also went up for the purpose 
of receiving their sacred trust, and to bear 
it to the blooming caisson which was 
wreathed in the fairest offerings of the 
spring. 


Arrival of the Train. 


The Davis train came around the curve 
in the depot yard at 4:30 o’clock. The 
Central was just sending a train out, and 
they met under the Forsyth street bridge. 
As they were on the same track, the Cen- 
tral’s train came back and stood where 
it could obstruct the view of more people 
than at any other spot. That was in

Hayes, and the daughter of the confeder- 
acy, her eyes half swimming with tears, 
kissed the gallant old soldier twice. 

The meeting was so filled with tender 
affection that the few who were standing 
by felt their hearts go out to the two 
children of the dead president as never 
before. 

Mayor Ellyson, of Richmond, who is the 
especial escort of Miss Winnie, followed 
the ladies out. A few others joined the 
party. and all went immediately across to 
the Kimball house, Miss Winnie wanted 


| to rest for an hour, and she and her sister } 


soon withdrew. 

The Confederate Veterans’ Association 
had charge of the removal of the casket. 
General Clement A. Evans directed the 
removal of the casket from the car to the 
caisson, drawn. by six iron-gray horses. 
Several minutes passed in making the 
transfer and getting the procession formed. 

Line of the Procession. 

The line of the procession was from the 
depot along Loyd street to Decatur, Deca- 
tur to Broad, Broad to Ilunter, Hunter to 
Whitehall, Whitehall to Mitchell, Mitchell 
to Washington, and Washington to the 
capitol where the body was placed amid a 
rich ‘profusion of flowers at the base of 
the Ben Hill monument. 

Incidents of the March. 

The procession was more than an hour 
passing a given point, and was one of 
the largest ever seen in Atlanta. All 
along the line of march from the depot to 
the capitol the streets were fringed with 
the eager crowds. Men, women and chil- 
dren, all of them eager to see the proces- 
sion and to catch a glimpse of the casket 
which held its sacred freight of dust. 

‘there were, perhaps, as many as two 
hundred carriages in Jive. They wer? ce- 
cupied by Senators Gordon and Colquitt, 
Governer Northem and nis staff, Governor 
Jones, of Alabama: the mayor and city 
council, ministers and prominert officials, 
the members of the Davis family, citizens 
generally and the members of the South 
Carolina Society. | 

Lifting the Palmetto. 

A striking feature of the procession was 
that presented by the South Carolina Club. 
The members were all in open carriages, 


and wore their badges, which fluttered 


sofily in the wind. A flag, bearing the 
coat of arms of the state, was lifted from 
the center of one of the carriages, and 
from the staff of flag was projected a ver- 
dant palmetto plant. 

It was a beautiful and striking scene, 
and many pleasing remarks were made by 
those who beheld it. The South Carolinians 
occupied several carriages, and were out 
in full strength. The president of the go- 
ciety, Mr. J. W. Austin. rode in frent, 
toyether with the other. officers.

The life 
of the old hero had passed out, and nothing 
was left behind except the tenement of 
clay which it had once inhabited. Certain- 
ly, no bitter feelings should survive, and 
hatred should be for@tten in the presence 
of death.

Two Old Battle Flags. 

Along in the line was the flag of Virginia, 
the state flag. It was a flag like the one 
first used by the young confederacy. and 
was the first flag that confederate Virginia 
ever had. It has a history, an interesting 
one for Georgians. 

The flag was made by the patriotic wo- 
men of Virginia in 1861, and they wanted 
some one to present it. After some delib-

Veteran Howard held the fiag for some 
time over the heads of the passing throng, 
and a veteran threw his arms about it, and

The throng continued to file through the 
capitol until Superintendent Dobson, of 
the Richmond and Danville, announced 
that it was time for the casket to be moved, 
as it was 8 o’clock by fast time. By At- 
lanta time it was only 7 o’clock, and the 
veterans kicked until the superintendent 
told them that he had orders to move out 
at 8 o'clock Washington time, 

It was just 7 o’clock when the yeterans 
took up their precious burden and slowly 
bore it out to the c@isson. 

And the last visit of Jeff Davis to At- 
lanta was over.

The bier upon which the easket rested, 
while the long line passed through the 
capitol, was a beautifully decorated affair. 
The work was nearly all done by the 
Ladies’ Memorial Society, 

The sides of the catafalque, which was 
nearly thirty feet long, were covered with 
flowers of every variety. Magnolias, Calla 
lilies, tiger lilies, water lilies, larkspur, 
sweet peas, bachelors’ buttons, ribbon grass, 
ferns, daisies, carnations, pinks, phlox and 
many other varieties, sweet-scented and 
beautiful. 

One of the handsomest special designs, 
of which there were many, was a pillow 
of immortelles, presented by F. D’Alvigny.

'N THE REPORT OF HIS REMARKS. 


Beginning of the Trial of Dr. Briggs by 
the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Oburch. 


Washington, May 29.—The greatest ec- 
clesiastical.grial of modern times, as it is 
termed, was begun today in the New York 
Avenue Presbyterian church, when Dr. 
Briggs, the Union seminary professor, faced 
his accusers and his 500 judges. The gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian church 
of the United States of America sat as a 
high court. The court represented nearly 
a million Presbyterians in this.country who 
recognize the supreme authority of the gen- 
eral assembly in ecclesiastical matters. ‘The 
issue is one which a large portion of the 
church and a large majority of the general 
assembly evidently regard as one of the 
gravest that has ever arisen in the church. 
To their minds the most serious cons- 
equences fdr the church through its highest 
authority pronounce anathema against Dr. 
Briggs, who is accused of denying the in- 
erraney of holy scripture and teaching as 
true doctrine, which they consider contra- 
dictory of scripture and of the confession 
of faith to which he subscribed when he 
was ordained as qa minister. There was a 
large attendance at the church, @ple 
crowding into the-galleries and ev en- 
croaching on the space set aside for the 
commissioners. The proceedings, however, 
were not at all lively, for the arguments 
made were exceedingly formal in charac- 
ter. 

The principal argument for the prosecu- 
tion was made by Rev. Joseph J. Lampe, 
L).1)., who finished in the afternoon, after 
buving spoken three hours and a quarter. 
Professor Briggs then began his answer to 
which seven hours had been allotted and 
cuhuuued at the evenlng session. He will 
cobuude tomorrow and then Mr. McCook 
will close for the prosecution. it is scarce- 
iy probable Ubat a vote un the questiun of 
sustaining the appeal will be reacned before 
Wednesday. 

The assembly was called to order at 9:30 
ociock this morning. Dr. McCook, of the 
prosecuting committee, Was the first of the 
kading bhgures to arrive.

Quite a number of the escort succeeded 
in getting left.

Géneral 
Ferguson and General Stephen D. Lee 
were being entertained by the South Caro- 
lina Club along with other members of the 
escort, and all qf them missed the train. 

A committee, headed by Mayor Goodwin, 
went quickly to call on Captain Dobson, 
the superintendent of ‘the Atlanta and 
Charlotte Airline and requested him to make 
some arrangements to get the parly out on 
a special. He said that he could not hold 
the train which was carrying the body on. 
It could not lose a minute, for it had a long, 
hard run ahead. He suggested that the 
gentlemen who had missed the train could 
wait over until this morning, take the regu- 
lar train and catch the special at Greens- 
boro. The special goes to Charlotte and 
thence over to Raleigh, where honors will 
be paid. From Raleigh the train will run 
up to Greensboro and by the time it gets 
there the regular train leaving here this 
morning will arrive there and all will go 
into Richmond together unless some of them 
fail to get on board and stay there.

From All Over the Country. 

Warriors have had their followers since 
the wars began, and statesmen have had 
their admirers since the day statesmanship 
was inaugurated. 

But neither warrior nor statesman was 
ever given a grander ovation than that 
which was accorded te the remains of Mr. 
Davis yesterday in the city of Atlanta. 

Men who fought for four years and 
starved while they fought, came out to re- 
ceive the remains of the leader they had 
followed. Some of them were on crutches 
nnd some of them had empty sleeves. Some 
of them were weak from age and some of 
them were near the end from disease 
caused by exposure. But none of them were 
weak or weary when they fully realized 
that the remains of the man who had ruled 
them for four years of hardship was in 
their midst. On-the contrary, age turned 
into youth, and during the day yesterday no 
city in the union had more young men in 
it than Atlanta. 

The coming of Mr. Davis’s body was the 
greatest rejuvenator the old men of Georgia 
had ever had. And those old men came 
from all sections and portions of the state, 
and every one of them came for the sole 
purpose of doing honor to the memory of 
the man who was the head of the cause 
which they had followed for so many 
years of stavation and deprivation of all 
the good things to which the world gives 
him a claim, Among those who came were 
the most humble as well as the most prom- 
inent men of the state. There were in the 
number men who are known among all 
the people, and there were men who have 
not been in Atlanta since the day Mr. Da- 
vis came to unveil the Ben Hill mon- 
ument. These were scattered all over the 
city. Some were at the Kimball for a 
temporary address, some were with friends, 
while others were on the streets and curb- 
stones. The mingling was such as 
would be suggested by the great democracy 
of the south, A man who had fought 
through the war as a private and who came 
out with nothing, might be found riding in 
his elegant carriage watching the proces- 
sion, while the man who went in with brass 
bands following him and came out with 
stars upon his collar could be seen limping 
along the line of march almost as destitute 
as he was when he came out of the war. 
Through all, though there was the same 
feeling and that feeling was one of devotion 
to the man, all had followed so implicitly 
apd confidently from the beginning of 
the war to the end of it. 

None but those who looked upon the 
gatheri ean form any idea of the men 
who came to see the last tribute of Geor- 
gia to the confederate chieftain. And to 
these the picture will forever be one of the 
brightest eqisodes in their lives. 

Colonel ‘Tom Lyons, of Cartersville, a 
member of the governor’s staff, was among 
those who were in the city and took part 
in the parade. 

Colonel Branch. of Lawrenceville, was in 


the city wearing his regimentals and looking 


every inch the soldier he is. 

Solicitor Howard Thompson, of Gaines- 
‘ville, came down to see the tribute the old 
veterans paid to his president. 

James Bridges, one of the old privates 
who is now one of the most successful far- 
mers in the state, was in the city and 
marched in the line with the old. vets. 

Colonel S. B. West, of Virginia, the gen- 
tleman who had the controversy with Mar- 
shal Bane in North Carolina several years 
ago about President Davis and General 
Lee, was in the line and was never more 
loyal to his chief. 

Dr. Russell; of Polk county, was in the 
city to follow the body of President Davis, 
as he had followed the commands coming 
from him during the war. 

Before the remains reached the state- 
house yesterday afternoon, an aged negro 
entered the rotunda and approaching the 
gentleman in charge, said: 

“When the war vegan I was a slave of 
Captain Foracer, who has since died. 
He was always a good master and he 
foved Marse Jeff. But like Marse Jeff, he 
is dead now too. Thinking of both of them 
I brought these flowers and ask that they 
be placed on the grave of the man’ Marse. 
Capt'n followed.” 

The bunch of. flowers was not large but 
it was one of the most fragrant which cov- 
ered the casket in which the remains of Mr.

At a distance of several feet this flower 
flag could not be distinguished from the 
genuine flag.

Stanton's Evening. 

We are told that Dr. J. W. Lee ad- 
vised the congregation of Park Street 
church to go ovt and hear Fratk Stan- 
ton read his poems tonight. It was a 
happy thought,- and The Consgitution 
advises its congregation to do the same. 

Years and years ago some surly old 
nincompoop remarked that poetry had 
never made the price of bread a farth- 
Ing cheaper. Whoever it was got a 
good deal of applause from the cold- 
blooded utilitarians and materialists. 
Nincompoopism is such an easy art. to 
attain that it has its votaries every- 
where and they are clannish. 

But people began to think the mat- 
Per over, and they found that poetry 
was not intended to cheapen bread, but 
to sweeten it, and so, wherever they 
find a true poet they give his songs a 
warm place in their hearts, and his 
name a high place in their minds. This 
is what the people of this country have 
don® for the songs of Stanton and for 
his name. 

It is no secret at all that his poems 
aro more widely copied day after day 
than those of any American poet that 
ever wrote. Ringing and singing true 
to life they touch all classes and appeal 
to all hearts. A half'a hundred of his 
tender songs have been set to music. 
That is to say, in a formal way. All 
of them are set to their own exquisite 
music, and the music writers have only 
to catch their flavor and spirit and 
transcribe the notes. 

It need hardly be said here that this 
Georgia poet has made no serious or in- 
tentional effort to win fame and popu- 
larity. It has come to him while he 
sung—unsought and unexpected. His 
beautiful verses have been written in 
thie midst of his newspaper work, fre- 
quently to fill a certain space or to add 
symmetry to the typographical appear- 
ance of a column.

Ingalls on the Negro. 

Ix-Senator Ingalls, in a recent arttl- 
cle, declares that the negro its a fallure 
in this country—a failure as a slave and 
a. failure as a citizen. He says: 

The south is “solid’’ because of the negro. 
The north is silently sullen because of the 
negro. The dead line of the republic divides 
the sections as palpably now as in 1861, be- 
cause of the negro. Democratic success 
arouses jealousy and distrust in the north, 
as repuDdlican success excites terror and trepi- 
dation in the south, because of the negro. 
Siavery is dead, secession is dead, the union 
is restored, but in sentiment, in sympathy, 
in vital national spirit, we are not a blended, 
assimilated, homogeneous people. Nationality 
is in the north. The south is Isolated,  be- 
cause of the negro. 

it is the deliberate judgment of this 
statesman out of a job that the best 
interests of the nation require the ban- 
ishment of the blacks to Africa, Wheth- 
er they are willing to go or not. 

The south seems fated to suffer fm 
problems manufactured by outsiders 
who do not understand the situation. 
But for outside interference, gradual 
emancipation would have ended slavery 
more than a generation ago. Unfor- 
tunately, the sword settled the matter, 
and the conquerors gave the elective 
franchise to the ex-slaves, not because 
they were fit to exercise it. but because 
the southern whites were opposed to it. 
The experiment has disappointed the 
party responsible for it. and now Mr. 
Ingalls and other republicans are doing 
their level best to force a race prob- 
lem upon the south which would never 
be thought of if our people were let 
alone. 

The negro is getting along very com- 
fortably in this section. He is barred 
out of no ocettpation, and he is accumu- 
lating property, while thie whites tax 
themselves heavily for his education. 
The two races dwell together on the 
most friendly terms. The southern 
whites have no desire to see their black 
neighbors leave the country, and the 
cruel policy of banishing them finds no 
favor here. It is reserved for the re- 
publicans of the north to make the sug- 
gestion, and it is a confession on their 
part that the negro will not be {blindly 
led by them any longer. 

_If the outsiders will mind their own 
business there will never be any race 
problem in the south. ‘There is room 
here for the blacks, employment for 
them, and a happy future. Mr. Ingalls 
may speak for the north, but he certain- 
ly does not voice southern sentiment. 
Down this: way the Russian idea of ban- 
ishing and deporting any class of our 
population will never receive serious 
consideration.

To propose free refined 
sugar and to tax tea and coffee would set 
every high tariff! organ shrieking for all it 
is worth, although the people would save 
money by the operation, and what they did 
have to pay would go into the coffers of 
the government Instead of being added to the 
already monumental wealth of the sugar 
lords. If the breakfast table is to be made 
free refined sugar must be made free, and 
we would like to see tea, coffee and sugar 
remain untaxed, because everybody uses 
them. [But if the first two are to be kept free 
the revenue will have to be supplemented in 
some way. The same observation holds good 
as to other articles of general consuniption, 
so that we feel that am income tax will be 
found to be u necessity. :

Slandering Mr. Cleveland. 

The Constitution has called attention 
more than once recently to the queer 
ideas and policy which some of the dem- 
ocratic journals of the country are at- 
tributing to Mr. Cleveland.

Adverting to a Chicago dispatch which 
says that “the president, through an 
agent, has been sounding the Chicago 
bankers relative to the Sherman silver 
purchase act,” the Savannah paper says: 

The president has sounded western bankcrs 
on this question because it is well under- 
stood that they can be influenced more easily 
to voncede the repeal of the state bank tas 
than can the bankers of the east. In the 
eastern states there is a very strong sentt- 
ment against permitting state banks to Iis- 
sue notes, and there is a sentiment, but less 
strong, of the same kind among bankers ip 
the west and south. The sentiment in favor 
of the repeal of the Sherman silver purthase 
act. however, is strong among bankers and 
business men in, all parts of the country. 
They believe that the present financial trou. 
bles are due to that act, and they feel that 
unless it is repealed very svon financial con- 
ditions will be worse thun they have been, 

Now, we venture to say that it tiis 
remarkable statement had made its ap- 
pearance in a republican or a populist 
hewspaper, our Savannab coutemporary 
would have made haste to denounce it 
as an attempt to slander a democratic 
president. | 

The opinion of The Constitution Is 
that it is no less a slander because it 
appears in the columns of a democratic 
paper. We believe it is a slander to 
represent Mr. Cleveland as making an 
effort to get the consent of western 
bankers to the repeal of the 10 per 
cent tax on state bank notes. As a 
matter of course, The Savannah News 
has*not the remotest intention of slan- 
dering Mr. Cleveland, but it is curious 
that an intelligent editor should fail to 
perceive the ridiculous attitude which 
its information attributes to the presi- 
dent. 

Does any sensible person believe that 
Mr. Cleveland has undertaken in any 
shape or form to get the western bank- 
ers to consent that a plank of the dem- 
ocratic platform shall be carried out?

In the Mississippi Valley. 

The cotton situation in the Mississippi 
valley is unusually interesting. The 
factors in St. Louis, Memphis and New 
Orleans all tell the same story. 

This year the factors have rigidly 
adhered to their announcement that they 
would make no advances to those who 
did not reduce their cotton ucreage, 
The planters accepted this in good faith. 
They did not reduce their cotton acre- 
age, but they have not sought advances 
from the factors, and they are living 
on the cheapest possible rations. The 
chief articles of food used on the plan- 
tations are corn bread. rice and black 
molasses, with a little fat meat on Sun- 
days. Both the white and colored hands 
are living on this diet, and the planters 
are setting plainer tables than ever pe- 
fore. They are almost reduced to the 
traditional rations of catfish and black- 
berries. They’ have a few hogs and a 
few cattle, and will be able to worry 
‘along until fall. ~ 

Some Englishmen who’ engaged in 
cotton planting in the vaHey about five 
years ago parchased a good deal of meat 
‘in St. Louis until this year, when their 
porcers: ceased. The factots wrote to 
ask the reason Why, and their corre 
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fw neighbors are doing—raising cheap 
cotton. At present prices meat Was 
gut of the question, the Englishmen 
said, and they would, therefore, do with- 
out it. : o 
This shows the spirit of the valley 
people. They are determined to pro- 
duce cotton at less expense than was 
ever known before, and even at low 
prices they expect to have a good deal 
of clear money, as they are not going in 
debt for anything if they can help it. 
Pone bread, rice and black molasses 
will keep them alive and pull them out 
of debt. As a section the south recu- 
perates very rapidly, and it goes with- 
olit saying that if this economical mode 
of living prevails to any great extent, 
the planters will soon get ahead, even 
with cotton selling as low as 6 cents. 


How Advertising Pays. 

The Cuthbert Liberal-Enterprise, in 
speaking of the pamphlet devoted to 
the advantages and resources of Ran- 
dolph county, makes some good points. 

Our contemporary says that Fierida, 
once the poorest state in the unicn, has 
been built up by advertising. Her once 
cheap lands are now yYaluablo and her 
people are prosperous. Thomasville, 
fifteen years ago, was only #h average 
South Georgia town, but last year north- 
ern tourists left half a million dollars 
there, and within fhe past five.years 
more than $1,000,000 of outside capital 
has been invested in. Thomas county. 
A home market has been created, em- 
ployment given to labor, and the rate 
of taxation has décreased as taxable 
values of préperty have increased. 

All this is the direct result of town 
and county advertising. This policy 
pays and it should be tried on a larger 
scale by our state.

Colonel J, J. Seay, of Kome, Answers Colone) 
Trammell’s Interrogatories. 


Hon. L. N. Trammell, Charman of the 
Railroad Commission of Georgia—Sir: Press 
of business and other causes have pre- 
vented me frou: replying to your letter of 
May 15th, in which you ask me to give you 
thrvugh the columus of The Atiabta Constitu- 
tion ‘fa bill of particulars and state specifi- 
cally and clearly the case or cases upon which 
you (1) make the grave charge of ‘extreme, 
unfair, and tyrannical rulings of the Georgla 
railroad conmmmission,’’ having reference to. an 
article I prepare@ on the present condition 
of the railroads in Georgia, at the request of 
the editor of The Atianta Constitution. 

That article was written for the benefit of 
the people of Georgia. It was the candid 
opinion of a private citizen of Georgia. and 
not the biased or ex pamte utterances of an 
“agent of the East Tennessee railroad,’”’ as 
you took pains to so address me. Whatever 
of personal regard I may entertain for the 
individual members of the Georgia railroad 
commission, I still claim fhe right to express 
my opinion of the official acts of that body, 
and certainly so when I am convinced that the 
enginery of the commission is uSed in such 
harmful and even destructive methods as I be- 
lieve have abou’ wrecked every railroad in 
Georgia and pla.cd these highways of travel 
and traffic on the journey to the public poor- 
house. I do not feel called unon to plead 
the cause of the-railroads before thie Georgian 
railroad commission, or its distinguished 
chairman, but I hold myself in readiness, so 
far as in me lies. to go before the plain, 
honest people of this state and there lav bare 
such facts. pertinent to the matter, as I may 
possess. T reserve the right to do this in my 
—_ way and at such times as I deem opnor- 
une. 

The following recent publication attracts my 
attention: 


Laving Off Men. 

“Light revenues compel the State road to 
economizr, 

“The Western and? Atiantic has had to re- 
duce its working force aud has cut down the 
payroll $3,000 a month. This was absolutely 
necessary, the management says, because of 
the smail revenues. ‘The light business and 
the low rates compelled the company to 
economize and the men have been laid off 
all along the line. Track forces, fence gangs, 
bridge and floating gangs have had to stand 
the most of the cut. One of the officials said 
that the reduction in rates by the railroad 
commission has had a grent deal to do with 
the small earnings and brought.about the re- 
duction in the forces.”’ 

Is not this specific enough? Is it not the 
universal complaint of every railroad in Geor- 
gia that the low rates imposed by the Geor- 
gia railroad commftssion have wrought a 
most fearful work and that such oppressive 
control has fallen with a heavy and crushing 
hand upon the wives and children of thou- 
sands of railroad employes, whose wages have 
of necessity been cut down because the rail- 
roads cannot earn the money to pay these 
workers fair compensation? 

Why is it, I ask, and I submit the ques 
tion to the people of Georgia, that the rall- 
roads in Tennessee are not in the hands of 
receivers? That the railroads in Alabama 
have eseaped this deplorable condition? Is 
it because there is no railroad commission in 
Tennessee. and the railroad commission in 
Alabama has not reduced the freight rates 
to such a degree as to force the railroads into 
bankruptcy? 

The limits of a newspaper article hardly, 
permit of full a discussion pf this important 
question of railroad control Dy a commission, 
and certainiv does not allow a complete set- 
ting forth of the testimony called for by you, 
but I snbmit the following comparative 
inbles: The distance from Rome. Ga., to 
Dalton, Gea., and from Anniston. Ala.. to Ky- 
mulga, Ala.. is the same, via. the East Ten- 
nessee road. The Georgia commission has 
fixed the freighf rates from Rome to Dalton, 
on cotton ties, 9 cents per 100; the Alabama 
commission makes the rate from Anniston to 
Kymuiga 15 cents. Hay by the carload from 
Rome to Dalton is 7 1-2 cents ner ta): from 
Anniston to Kymnuiga it is 12 cents. For 
classes C, D, E and F over the same distance 
and hetween the same points the fixed rate 
in Georgia is 8 cents, 7 1-2_cents. 18 cents 
and 18 cents respectively. In Alabama the 
rate is 15 cents, 12 cents, 22 cents and 30 
eents. Again. the rates on iron ore allowed 
in Georgia are 40 per cent less than the rate 
fixed in Alabama. It is the same on Iime- 
stone. In Georgia domestics and cotton goofs 
are placed in the sixth class of freight: in 
Alabama thev are in the fifth class, which 
means a higher rate of freight, 

This seems to be sufficient ilinstration at this 
time. There is little need for modification of 
the “eharge’’ von say I have made against 
the Georgin railroad commission.

and to put a little bug in his ear. 

Colonel Dunlap was in the city for an 
hour or two last Saturday morning. He 
spent the greater part of the time at the 
federal building, and after acquainting him- 
self with the surroundings, and taking a 
bird’s eye view of the situation, he went 
buck to spend Sunday at his quiet home 
among the mountains. 

The colonel brought one of his mountain 
breezes with him yesterday mornimg and 
appeared to be in a very lively and agreeable 
bumor. He greeted every one with a pfeas- 
ant word, aug his manner was cbaracter- 
ized by a delightful coruiality. 

“Tl am taking a look at my surroundings 
and am trying to get acquainted,’ said he 
in a jovial humor yesterday morning. He 
called on the attorney and the other oth- 
cials and had a pleasant word for each of 
them. 

It Has Arrived. 

The commission of Colonel Dunlap, as 
marshal for the northern district of Geor- 
gia, was received by Judge Newman yes- 
terday morning. 

As soon as the newly appointed official 
executes his bond in proper shape, he will 
then be ready to assume the duties of his 
position, and to take the oath of office as 
marshal. 

The amount of his bond is fixed by law 
at $75,000. This can be very readily given, 
and the bond will be forthcoming by the 
time Colonel Buck’s term of office expires. 

According to the letter of Colonel Buck’s 
resignation and its acceptance by Mr. 
Cleveland, the former will not vacate his 
position until the middle of July. The new 
umarshal will have a good opportunity to 
look around in that time to make himself 
thoroughly familiar with the duties of his 
position. 

The marshalship of Georgia pays a salary 
of $6,000 to be deducted out of the fees of 
the office. It also provides for several 
clerkships with good salaries attached. The 
office is one that is quite remunerative but 
that carries with it a good deal of respon- 
sibility. 

Several Moonshiners Sent Up. 

Several moonshiners were tried before 
Judge Newman yesterday mornifg in the 
district court. 

They were all convicted, fourteen or fif- 
teen in number, and sent to.the penitentiary 
for a violation of the internal revenue 
laws. 
The United States grand jury also met 
yesterday morning and several charges 
against various parties were investigated. 
Two or three small indictments were found, 
but with that exception no very important 
business was transacted.

A FAITHFUL NEGRO DEAD.—Saturday 
one of the most faithful negroes In Atlanta 
died. His name was Ebenezer Strawder. 
He had as many friends among the white 
people as he did among those of his own 
race, and he was always faithful and honest. 
For the past two years he has been employed 
with the Pullman company, and only deatb 
severed his connection with his employers. 
Although he was only twenty-two years old 
at the time of his death, he had succeeded 
in saving enough money to buy a home. The 
eause of Strawder’s death was typhoid pneu- 


monia.

In the meantime the doctor desires that 
everybody who has books, magazines, news- 
papers, etc., that they can part with, to send 
them to him at his office on Whitehall street. 
Ie will see that they are properly turned 
over to the Grady hospital.

A Negro Fires Four Shots, and Lodges 
One in a Negro Enemy. 


THE WOUNDED NEGRO WILL DIE. 


Four Bullets Fly Through the Crowded 
Streetsa—An Excited Crowd Gathers. 
The Negro Arrested. 


A big mullato, nearly white, bored a 
round bullet hole squarely through Wesley 
Cartright’s neck, in the Red Star saloon 
on Decatur street, last night, and Cart- 
right is now lying at the Grady hospital 
expected to die every moment. 

The 38-caliber ball entered Cartright’s 
neck directly beneath the chin and, passing 
straight through, came out in the back of 
the neck. It pierced a hole in the wind- 
Pipe as it went. 

S. T. Carter, the negro who did the 
shooting, fired four times into the crowded 
street, and it is nothing less than a miracle 
that no one of the many people who were 
hurrying along the sidewalk at that time 
was hit by one of the flying bullets. 

The shooting began in the . Red Star 
saloon, on Decatur street. The saloon 


rf ig a small one, just below the corner of 


Decatur and Loyd streets, and, at the time, 
several people stood at the bar drinking. 
Cartright and Carter were in the rear of 
the saloon. which was separated from the 
front portion by a wooden partition. Peo- 
ple in the saloon heard angry voices be- 
hind the partition, and the next instant 
there was a loud report of a pistol, fol- 
lowed by a violent curse. 

Almost simultaneously with the sound of 
the shot, Cartright leaped through the 
door, and dashed madly through the 
saloon and past the people into the street. 
Carter followed, shooting at Cartright as 
he ran. Cartright made for the door, and 
Carter’s pistol wag pointed directly toward 
him. The bullets which missed Cartright 
strayed into the street. One of them was 
found imbedded firmly in the door facing. 

Cartright ran across Decatur street into 
Ivy, spitting blood ns he ran. Like a mad- 
man, Carter followed, continuing to fire, 
regardless of the people who thronged the 
strects on every side. 

Sergeant Brenning happened to hear the 
sound of the shots, and he ran as fast as 
he could to the plate. As it happened, he 
came upon Carter and arrested him. He 
easily subdued the would-be murderer and 
earried him to the police ‘station. Carter 
refused to give his name, but, after he had 
been locked up for about an hour, he was 
identified by two negroes. 

The shooting created wild excitement on 
Decatur street. Before the ambulance 
reached the scene, several hundred excited 
negroes had gathered. Cartright was car- 
ried to the Grady hospital. His wounds 
are regarded as necessarily fatal. He ig a 
drayman.

~As the Necessary Mndorsements Seem 
Hard to Obtain—The Price of Li- 
quors Under the New Scheme. 


: Columbia, S.C. May -29.—(Special.)— 
The official barroom of the state of South 
Carolina will be opened for "business on 
the 1st of July. On and after that day, 
§t will be a penal offence for liquor to be 
¢old anywhere in the ‘state except at 
the dispénsary, which will be distinctively 
@ state industry under the supervision of 
Governor Tillman and several other state 
Uader the operations of the law, it is 
Wiscretionary «with the freeholders of 
twenty-nine of .the counties in the state 
whether they will adopt the dispensary 
system, which wili provide for the estab- 
lishment of.a county dispensary to be 
operated by a dispenser who will have 
to secure a majority of the freeholders of 
his county as signers to his petition for 
eppointment. In six counties there will 
.be_no dispensaries, as the dispensary law 
is not intended to conflict with any exist- 
ing prohibition laws. 

- From present indications, it is not prob- 
able that over a half dozen counties wilil 
on the Ast of July have dispensaries, as 
applicants for. the position of dispenser 
are experiencing considerable trouble in 
securing the endorsement of a majority 
of the qualified voters. Most of the larger 
pounties—for imstance, Charleston and 
Greenville—show a disposition to avoid 
Khe scheme, and the authorities in charge 
pf the system donot expect very. many 
counties to have dispensaries before Au- 
—. if then. ‘They believe, however, that 

e dispensaries will be scattered all over 
Bhe state in time, on the ground that the 
freeholders will prefer. to receive some 
revenue from the dispensary rather than 
encourage blind tigers or pay the expenses 
wf the resulting drunkenness. 

In Abbeville, Orangeburg, Barnwell and 

‘few other counties, the freehold voters 

ave already signified their desire to give 
the new-fangled ideaa trial. 

In the rules recently announced by the 
State. board of control—consisting of the 
governor, comptroller. general and attorney 
gene who have absolute management 
of the system—it was stated that, until 
some of the practjcal results of the system 
could be ascertained, only one dispensary 
would be given each county, no matter 
what its size might be. This will be done 
for the purpose of economy and so as not 
to have the dispensaries too close. 

The state dispensary, which is located at 
Columbia, in the large building formerly 
knowh as Agricultural hall, is to be the 
general distributing point, and all liquors 
which, after July ist, are legitimately con- 
sumed in South Carolina will have to be 
sent out in speciaal flasks under the seal 
. of the dispesanry. The flasks have blown 

‘into them the seal of the state and tlg 
‘words “South Carolina Dispensary.” 

Every effort is now being made to have 
, in- readiness for the demand thut 
is anticipated from the counties. Within 
the last day or two, six carloads of Cinucin- 
mati whisky have been received. and a 
shipment of 1,050 barrels is expected to 
arrive shortly. The intention of the au- 
thorities is to introduce a new feature in 
the beer business.

WILCOX’S LOCAL OPTION EXPERIENCE. 


A Special Act That Didn’t Work Well—Now 
‘the Sale of Liquor Goes On. 

Cordele, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Wilcox 
Pounty has had a remarkable experience with 
prohibition. After many years of prohibi- 
tion, barrooms are openly run and licensed in 
ppparent desregard and defiance of law. ‘This 
change has occurred in the last two years. 
(The case has no parallel in the history of 
Georgia. 

Many years ago, long before the local option 
law had been enacted, a special act was pass- 
ed by the legislature of Georgia, prohibiting 


__ the sale of intoxicating liquors in Wilcox coun- 


- Whether the people favored it or not they 
accepted the situation and complied with the 
law. That is, the barrooms were closed and 
the sale continued behind closed doors and in 
dark places. 

Year after year the courts convened and vio- 
lations of the prohibition law were punished 
just as is done in all “dry” counties, But 
there was to come a new order of things. 
The citizens of the county had their eyes open- 
ed to the fact that ali those years of secret 
selling and buying had been spent in ignorance 
of the true situation, It was finally to dawn 
upon them that tne thousands of drinks tak- 
ep on the sly and under various cmbarrassing 
circumstances, might just as well have been 
taken over a polished counter in a licensed 
parroom. 

._ About two years ago a man was convicted 
of violating the prohibition law of Wilcox 
_.county. His. attorneys appealed to the su-

Rome, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Lord 
Beresford has .packed up his trunks and 
is now ready to take his departure. He 
expected to be carried from tome today, 
but it seems that the order from the su- 
preme court, which has been in Atlanta 
more than a week, has nof yet reached tbe 
authorities in Kome. Berestord, who 4s 
now living a devout Christian Jife in jail. 
is frequeutly visited by members of the 
Young Men's Christian Associauon, aud 
he takes a great interest in religious mat- 
ters. He hus written a long tarewell ad- 
dress to tne people of Lome, which was 
published in ‘kne sribune yesteray,. 

tis address has bDeew read wits great 
interest here. Speaking of being persecuted 
in Rome he says: 

“It is, however, not unusual for the pot 
to call the kettle black. It is true 1 have 
furnished the enemy a elub with which 
to strike, and at present vindication 18 Nu- 
ossible. The oniy way. is to live it down 
” perseverance in well doing—and that 1s 
my intention. Life would indeed pe a bur- 
den if a man had to run down all the lies, 
innuendoes ana suspicious which are uttered 
against him, 

“r have now spent fifteen months in jail, 
and in a few hours I shall be taken to the 
penitentiary to commence a term of six 
years hard labor.’ Every fair-minded man, 
conversant with the. circumstances’ of .my 
cause, must admit that 1 am not morally 
guilty of the crime for which I am being 
banished. and that the sentence Is excessive. 
I was tried and convicted @f a felony, when 
any Other man under the same conditions 
would have been tried for a misdemeanor. 

“IT know I have sinned, violated the laws 
of God and man, but L have repented and 
am determined to lead a better life. My 
repentance is not a sentimental act—it 1s 
not brought about because I am In prison, 
or because I have been discovered in a 
transgression of the law; it is the last point 
in a solemn process. My tears are from 
the heart and my sdul is scorched by the 
burning shame and I know my penitence 
to be sincere, ample and sacrificial. 

“In leaving my. future in the hands of 
the people of Rome, I feel assured that they 
will not allow me to remain long in the pen- 
itentiary without making an effort for my 
release. My punishment has been severe, 
and were I to remain in prison for twenty 
years the effect would not be any more 
salutary.than it is at present.”

Toe Brunswick and other creditors of the 
firm of P. L. Couquest & Co., large lumber 
and crosstie dealers of this state and Vir- 
girfa, have been notified that the firm 
will roon pay all their indebtedness and 
relieve themselves from the receiver's 
bauds, 

The placing of this firm in the hands of 
& recelver was mutually agreed upon’ by 
the creditors, at a meeting held here some 
weeks ago. The members are al! honor- 
able businesa men, and have worked for 
the interest of their creditors.

Their failure was due to the placing of 
the Philadelphia and Reading road in the 
hands of a receiver.

IT FILLS A VERY IMPORTANT. PLACE, 


and Doesa Good Work—Something About 


Its History and the Men Who Have 
oe Made It a Success. § 


Augusta, Ga., May 29.—(Special Corres- 
pondence.)—Augusta and Richmond couuty 
can boast of a public institution, and no 
city or county in the whole southern states 
and but very few in the north are so for 
tunate as to have established one like 't. 

It is qa reformatory institute for the cvol- 
rection of the morals of the white and 


colored children, males and females. 


The Richmond County Reformatory i0- 
stitute was established under an act of the 
legislature approved October 5, 1885, ‘The 
original incorporators were Henry Mye's, 
W. I. Delph, D. L. Fullerton, Casper N. 


Oliver and William F. Wheless. 


The institute wag inaugurated, established 
and is being conducted tor the employment 
and instruction of juvenile = of- 
fenders. The founder and first 
president for this home for the 
uneared for, idle and indolent children 
of both races and both sexes, commit- 
ting depredations against the peace and 
good order of the community, was Mr. 
Henry Myers, and old, prominent highly 
respected, philanthropical and benevolent 
ciuzen who passed to his heavenly reward 
a year ago. Yeur after year Mr. Myers 
lavored earnestly and patiently to have lie 
heme established. ‘tie Was Lhe originator 
of the institute and it Was bis pet, and 
through the kindness of his heart, and his 
earnest efforts, popular interest was aroused 
in the matter and he finally wou the cv” 
operation of the citizens aud their united 
support and lived to see the triumph of 


his noble struggle for humanity. 


Under the incorporation of the institute, 
its Management Was Vested in a voard of 


five commissioners who were chosen by 


the incorporators and the successors to 


the first commissioners have all been elected 
by the grand jury. 


The commissioners have entire charge of 


the institute and its interests. They pro- 
vide employment for the inmates, discharge 
and reward them as they deem beneficial. 
They employ a superintendent and such 
other officers as in their judgment may be 
necessary for conducting efficiently and 
economically the business of the institute. 

Boys and girls under the age of sixteen 


convicted of any offense known to the laws 
of the state and punishable by imprison- 
ment, May, by the court before which the 


conviction shall be had, at its discretion. 
be sentenced to the reformatory 


institute, and all commitments are for 
a term not longer than their minority, nor 


less than one year unless sooner discharged 


by the commissioners. Thecity court of 
the county or the recorder’s court of the 
city can upon complaint of the mayor, or 
of any of the commissioners of the insti- 


tute, that any minor under sixteen yeurs 
of age lives an idle or dissolute life, and 
their parents are dead, or, if living, neg- 
lect to provide suitable employment or to 
exercise salutary control over their chil- 
dren, have power on conviction to sentence 
such minor to the reformatory. After the 
institute was incorporated by the legisla- 
ture the commissioners met and made ap- 
plication to the grand jury with a detailed 
statement of the money necessary to pro- 
cure a site and erect buildings. The grand 


jury appropriated $6,000, and with the 


money appropriated the commissioners 
bought a tract of land containing sixty 
acres, six miles from the city, on the Au- 
gusta Southern railroad, for which they 
paid $1,500. The board next erected suil- 
able buildings for the white and colored 
inmates, at a total cost of- $5,000. 

The buildings are two-stories high and 
quite ornamental. The next improvement 
made was the securing of fine waterworks. 
A tower of sufficient elevation to throw 
water over the top of the buildings was 
constructed. The institute building has 
mess halls, dining rooms and is fitted up 
with every convenience. 


The races are kept separate and the boys* 


in different departments from the girls. 

The children are taught how to farm and 
made to raise vegetables and fruits for 
thelr own consumption. The entire sixty 
acres of land are under the highest state of 
cultivation. The inmates are particularly 
tutored in a practical way to raise cotton 
and all kinds of cereals. Later it is pre- 
posed to erect a building and supply it with 
all kinds of machinery, so that the children 
may learn any kind of trade they muy se 
iect to follow through life. 

A school is run in connection with the in- 
stitute and a competent teacher is em- 
ployed to teach the children and make them 
learn how to read, write and speak gram- 
matically. An tannwal appropriation of 
$1,500 is made by the county for the sup- 
port of the institute, and the expenses are 
kept within the appropriation. 

Since the establishment of the home $15,- 
500 of the people’s money has been appro- 
priated for its maintenance, and the money 
is considered well snent. and the institute 
is now recognized as most needful rnd val- 
uable to society. The institute had oan the 
20th of last April a balance of $4,188.53 to 
its eredit. 

All the childrén are well eared for and 
are made to do all the work onthe farm, 
and, as a rule, they are all ‘well pleased. 
They are dressed in a uniform of neat 
brown goods. are well shod and kept in a 
healthy condition. being fed on good, sub- 
stantial food. 

There was spent last year for the main- 


tenance of the institute 82,508.48, and for 


permanent improvements $1,000.92, 


There are about twenty children in the 
institute now, most of them hors. The 


present board of ommissioners is made up 
of Hon. W. T. Gary. president: State Sen- 
ator ©. A. Robbe, Major W. FH. Warren, 
Dr. Neal MeInus, Dr. DeSanssunre Ford. 
Mr. W. H. Barrett, Jr.. is lerk of the board.

been absent from several terms of the court 
on account of illness. This eminent law- 
yer did much excellent and arduous work 
during the week, and his many friends 
rejoiced to see him looking so well and tw 
hear hig eloquent appeals in behalf of his 
numerouse clients. Judge Bartlett's charge 
to the grand jury, on the organization of 
the court, was ap auspicious and appro- 
priate beginning for the innumerable 
charges of judges who may grace the 
bench in Terrell county’s magnificent new 
courthouse in the years to come. This was 
the first charge ever delivered in this 
splendid new temple of justice, and Judge 
Bartlett certainly delivered a most logical.

” The offense of shooting at another is 
committed in this state when one in the 
state of South Carolina, without malice 
aforethought, but not in his own defense 
or under other circumstances of justilica- 
tion aims and fires a pistol at another, who 
at the time is in this state, although the 
ball misses him and strikes the water in 
this state near the boat whieh he occupies. 

3. The evidence warranted the. verdict, 
and there was no error in denying a hew 
trial.
